Cold-Wavo MIrnnlw. 


Tho latest arrangements of the signal 


service bureau is for the transmission ot 
cold-wave signals from the general office 
at Washington to some eight thousand 
postofficae throughout the United States. 
A dispatch from Washington, under date 
of Saturday, explains the "cold-wave" 
sigdal as follows: "The work of estab- 
lishing cold-wave flag stations is being 
energetically carried on under the super- 
vision of First Lieutenant Dunwoody, of 
tho Fourth artillery, acting signal officer. 
He has sent out over 8,000 circulars to 
postmasters Iu the cold-wave sections, 
answers to which aro being received 
daily, and there is every reason to think 
that within two months tho flag systom 
will bo in working order. Tho manner 
ot transmitting warnings regarding cold 
waves will bo by telegraph to tho sixteen 
signal corps printing stations in the 
north, south, east and west, from which 
copies of tho farmers' bulletin will be 
sent out to the different stations in the 
vicinity ot each printing office, and the 
postmaster receiving tho warning will 
hoist his flag, thus giving warning to bis 
neighbors ot the approach of a cold snap. 
Tho llags are not to bo hauled down un- 
til twenty-four hour? after tbo postmas- 
ter receives notice through the bulletin, 
and then ouly in case he docs not re- 
ceive a second warning. The system will 
add greatly to the usefulness of the sig- 
nal corps, and will be of incalculable 
benefit to the farmers."
